BY THE COMMISSION 

Concerning Osxeakf't 
Activittea . . . 

Fterrs AMman, televiaioo newman: 0»> 
waki had said (hat (omeone bad sp< 
proached him outside the Ocpodlory 
after the shooting and had asked to be 
directed to the nearest phone. Oswald's 
account corresponds with the actual 
experience of Pierce Allman, and this 
cordlicts with the Commtseion's recon* 
siruaion of Oswald's 'escape.'* 

Mary DowHog. waitress at Dobbs 
House: She told the F.B.I. that Oswald 
and Tippit were in the rcstaunint at 
the same time, two days before the 
asaaixinatioa, and that Tippit especially 
noticed Oswald when he compUirted 
about his food. The Warren Report 
says (hat the two men were not 
acquainted and had never even seen 
one another. 

Joba Reac Hcindel, ex-Marine xc- 
quaiataoce of Oswald's: Hcindel was 
known by the nickname "HidcU.'' to 
Oswald and to other Marines. The War- 
ren Report says that there is no real 
"Hideir and that it was only an alias 
invented by Oswald for his own pur- 
poses. 

Aloaae Hndkias, reporter for the 
Houston fott: He gave tbe Secret Serv- 
ice mformation suggesting that Oswald 
was being paid S200 a month by the 
F.B.I. as an informanl holding assigned 
number *3172." 

.Mlhow JoMs. bus panenger. He loki 
tbe F.BJ. that Dallas policemen bad 
boarded the bus and icarched the pas- 
mgers Just after Oswald had debarked, 
which was before anyone noticed Os- 
wald't absence from the Depository. 
Sendra Styles, Depository office em- 
ployee: With Victoria Adams, the ran 
down the back suirs of the Depository 
immediately after shots were fired but 
did not encounter Oswald— supposedly 
running down at that time-nor Roy 
Truly and policeman M. L. Baker, 
supposedly running up. 

. . . Tli« Shot* and 
Rglsted ClrciimsUinceB 
Jamas Chaney, motorcycle potceman: 
He rode in the motorcade and re- 
portedly saw Governor Conrudly hit 
by a separate bullet alter (be President 
was ftrsi shot *rha conlliclB with the 
Commission't tingic-bullei theory. 

Julia Mercer: About 75 minutes before 



the assassination, while driving toward 
the triple uoderpass, the saw a man 
walk up the grassy knot! carrying what 
appeared to be a rifle case. 
Approximately IM people known to 
have witnessed the assassmation at the 
scene who were never questioned by 
the Connnission. (Named in Appendix 
to Mark Lane's JtutJi to Jwtgmens.) 

. . . Th« TIppH Shooting 

There is conuderable confusioo and 
conlradktioo about the lime that Tippit 
was shot, the description of the killer, 
tbe movements of tte suspect, and tbe 
actions of the eyewitnesaes. Tbe follow- 
ing people could have given important 
information. 

T. F. Bowicy, (he only witness at the 
Tippit scene who looked at his watch 
to check the lime when he taw Tippit'i 
body. Bowley said in an affidavit taken 
by the Dallas police that Tippit was al- 
ready dead at 1:10 pan., while tbe 
CommlBion says that he was shot at 
i l;I5 p.m. If Bowicy was correct about 
Hhe time. Oswald could not have walked 
Ifrom his rooming house to East lOtb 
IsUreet in time to kill Tippit 
Radk»<ar palrolmaa R. C- Nelww: 
Tippit drove to central Oak Cliff, sup- 
posedly on a simultaneous instruction 
to him and Nelson. But Nelson sveni 
to the Depository, casting doubt on 
whether either of them was really 
ordered to Oak Cliff. 

Radio-car patrolman H. W. Ss m i um 
He obuined a description of (he Tippit 
ittspcci from an unknown bystander— 
who said that (he suspect had "black 
wavy hair." was 5*1 T tall, and car- 
ried a .12 automatic pistol. 

Marie Upph. widow of J. D. Tippit: 
She probably saw her husband about 
an hour before be was killed, when he 
came home for lunch. Also, she could 
have given information on such things 
as their unlisted phone and Tippit's 
‘^vark at home" in the evenings. 

Frank Wright and his wire: They lived 
across the street half a block from the 
spot where Tippit was killed. Mr. 
Wright heard tbe shots, saw a man 
standing right at Tippit's car who "ran 
as fast as he could go," got into a small 
old grey I950-I9S1 coupe, and "drove 
away as quick as you could see." Mrs. 
Wright phoned the police to report the 
shooting: it wM her call that resulted 
in (he dispatch of the ambulance. 
AnbolMicc driven Clayton Bntler and 
Eddie Kinsley were never questioned 
either. 

. . . OdwakTs Arr»s1 

There are many unanswered ques- 



tions as to who pointed Oswald out to 
tha police, who drew a gun, whether 
Oswald tried to shoot an officer, and 
what was said by whom. The following 
witnesses present at the theatre might 
have thrown light on those matters: 
Bob Apple, insurance Investigator. 
Dclectivt PanI Bentley: He found a 
forged "Hideir card on Oswald. Bob 
Barrett, F.BJ. agenL Jin Ewell, re- 
porter. 

Detective E. E. Tayhw: He stayed be- 
hind at the theatre after the arrest to 
make a list of the names and addresses 
of the patrons. The list is not among 
tbe Comraissioa’i exhibits. 

FoBce officers BaggrtI, Bohk, Canning- 
ham, Lynn. Strfoger, and Toney. 

. . . OBwalcfs Interrogation 
Although Dallas Police Captain 
Fritx Itepi no notes" or transcript of 
the interrogation of Oswald, and the 
reports submitted by Fritz and Federal 
agents (primarily from memory) were 
inctMnplete and in some vital respects 
oontradictory-e^., Oswald'^ trip to 
Mexico, where he was at the time of 
(he shootinfi. and his ‘Tfideir alias— 
(be following persons present were not 
asked to submit reports or to testify: 
llm Allen, former Assistant Distrirt 
Atloroer. Secret Service agents Grant, 
Howard, Knakel, Pallcrsnn, and 
Warner; F.BJ. agent Joe Myers; U.S. 
Marshall Robert Naoh; Chock Webeter, 
Professor of Law. 

. . . Th« WalkRf Shooting 
In addition to the Kennedy-Tippil 
killings, the Warren Commission also 
“convicted" Oswald of attempting to 
murder General Edwin A, Walker in 
ApriL 1963. But they neglected to take 
testimony from: 

Waller Kirk Coleman, a teen-aga 
neighbor of General Walker, who taw 
two men flee the scene by car after tbe 
shot was beard. Oswald could not 
drive, and the Report said he was 
alone. 

Detective Ira Van Cleave, who panic!- 
paled in the original investigation of 
the Walker shooting and who told the 
press at that time that the bullet had 
been "klentiflcd m a 30.06," which 
rules out Oawald's Carcano rifle. 

. . . Th« Autop«y 

In view of the conflicling descriptions 
of the wound in tbe President's back 
by the F.B.I. and the autopsy surgeons, 
wiinesies who saw tbe body could have 
given crodal information. 

Admiral George Barkley, Presidential 
physician; He was in the motorcade, 
then at Parkland Ho^iitai, and later at 
the autopsy, and he received the au- 
topsy report submitted by the path- 
olagisls. 

FVwicia X. O'Neal. Jr.. F.B.I. agent: 
He was present throughout the autopsy 
and bis description of tbe wound in 
the Presideni't hack conflicts with the 
official autopsy report. 

James W. .Sffiert, F.B.I. agent: Same 
u O’Neill above. 

John T. Stringer, Jr, medical pho- 
tographer; He photographed the 
President's body. 

Fonrtecn other Armed Forces or Fed- 
eral officials named in the F.B.I. Re- 



port, and fmir funeral-horoc workers 
who prepared the body for burial. 

. . . Th« Stretch«r-Bull«t 

(Set Planted Bullet Theory.) 

Richard E. Johnaen, Secret Service 
agent; He was handed the stretcher 
bullet by O. P. Wright, chief of per- 
sonnel. at Parkland Hospital, before 
the Presidential party departed. Wright 
sras not called either. 

... A PoMlbto Conspiracy 

FJLL agent Wairan Dc Braeys: Before 
the assaasinalion be reported on Os- 
wald’s activiHes in New Orleans; be 
was present at Oswald's mterrogatioa; 
and be mvestigated alJegaiioos lug- 
gesling that 0<tsvald expected to re- 
ceive a large sum of money. 

Robert Adrian Taylor, former service- 
station attendant: He claimed that Os- 
wald bad given him a rifle in Ueu of 
payment for car repairs in the Spring of 
1963. The Wanen Report mistakenly 
asserts that Taylor retracted his iden- 
tifleation of Oswald. 

R. W. Wcatpkal and other Dallas 
polkemcn prepared repmls immedi- 
ately after tbe assassination in sriiich 
Oswald*! old Elsbeth Street address 
was specified when the police had no 
known access to (bat arrets and al- 
though they claim they had no record 
of Oswald (Continued on page JSS) 

RESTUDY THE EVIDENCE, 
STA8E NEW TESTS 

The Commisdon't failure to follow up 
leads, its dependence on unrealistic 
tests and Its omission of vital evidence 
necessitate further research, stich as: 

1 Tracing and examination of the un- 
seen autopsy photographs and X-rays. 

2 Rifle and marksmanship tests on tbe 
basis of a reenactment of the shots 
from the Depository, using dragged 
car and dummica. and riflemen whose 
capabilities correspond with Oswald's 
level of skill. (The Warren Commis- 
sion used experts.) 

3 Tracing of the rifle obtained by 
Robert Adrian Taylor (tee above) to 
determine whether the weapon was 
ever in the possession of Oswald or 
persona assodaicd with him. 

4 Tracing of laundry Ug on the iocket 
ducarded near the Tippit scetM (num- 
ber "B 9738") to determine whether 
Oswald or tomeonc elm had It cleaned. 

5 Reenactment of Ossirald's taxi ride, 
in a metered vehicle, to determine the 
actual time. In reenactments performed 
for the Warren Commission the eiti- 
mate was progressively reduced from 
eleven to nine to six mmoles. 

6 Re-auditing of the police radio log 
to make an aothoriutivc transcr^ 
which would resolve tbe conflicts 
among the three transcripts made for 
tha Warren Commisakm. 

7 .Auditing of Upes of sutements to 
the press by Parkland Hospital doctors, 
describing (he President's wounds (tape 
of the Am press conference if said to 
be "loaf). 

8 Tracing of Tippit's dipbtMrd, never 
requested by the Warren Commission 
although It it visible in a photograph 
of his car before it was removed from 
tbe scene of fCo$itinued on page JJ6l

There is the lodge down there — see

Steady, now, 
a steady posh on the poles, and up 
we go — what’s wrong with ths poles, 
they aren’t working? The arms aren’t 
working. How about Just forgetting 
it, eh? The whole thing, skip it. But 
the sid patrol Is right there watch- 
ing, Ave red sweaters, ons, two, three, 
four, Ave.
